RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 19th February 1949 


No. 27/ E. — :The Government of India hereby make 
the following rules for the selection of cadets for Jhe 
commissioned ranks (permanent cadre) of the Royal Indian 
Navy. Candidates wiU have to appear at an examination, 
which will be held by the Federal Public Service Com- 
mission on the 20th June 1949 and subsequent days at 
Allahabad, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Madras and Nagpur. 

Those who qualify at the written examination will be 
required to appear before a Services Selection Board which 
will make recommendations for the final selection of 
cadets. 

RULES 

1. (i) A candidate for selection shall apply to be 
admitted to the examination before such date and in such 
form as the Federal Public Service Commission may 
prescribe. The application shall be made direct to the 
Federal Public Service Commission, New Delhi, 

(ii) A candidate who is in permanent or temporary 
Government service snail apply to the Commission tor 
admission to the examination through the Head of his 
Ministry or office who shall forward nis application to the 

.Commission unless he refuses his consent to the applica- 
tion. 

(iii) Cadets of the Prince of Wales’ Royal Indian 
Military College, Debra Dun, shall submit their applica- 
tions through the Principal of the College. 

(iv) No candidate shall make more than one application 
leot of this examination.

Should it be 
found that the declaration in regard to discharge of 
uiiaiicuftooligations during the period of training is false in 
any respect, the candidate will be liable to immediate 
removal. 

Note 1. — .Selected candidates are given training in the 
U, A. at Government expenses. The period of training 
vanes from 4 to B years depending on the branch to which 
tramed. The financial liability of parents /guardians is 
confined to the candidate’s private and vacajjion expenses 
durmg training. TAis originally amounted to £11B but 
due to Increase in price levels tbis amount is invariably 
exceeded. The whole of this amount need not be deposited 
in one lump sum but can be made available in instalments 
as may be directed.

Deductious for haad writing which is at ali difficult 
to read will be made up to 20 per cent, of the muxiiiium 
marks for the written subiects. In Euglish, uiul in e'-erj 
other stibject, deductions for bad English spelling will be 
made up to 10 per cent, of the maximum marks. 

17. The Federal Public Service Commission shall pre- 
pare a list of candidates in order of their merit as disclosed 
by the aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the 
written examination. The candidates who obtain qualify- 
ing marks at the written examination shall appear before 
a Services Selection Board which will make recommenda- 
tions for the final selection of cadets. 

18. Finally selected candidates will be given a short 
period of preliminary traiumg in India to enable them to 
gain some experience of Naval customs, routine etc 
Thoreatfer the candidates will be sent for training to the 
U, K. and appointed to the Royal Naval College, Dart- 
mouth, for training. They remain at this College for one 
term; then appointed to a Training Cruiser for two terras 

During this period of training Cadets will be subject to 
the same regulations as Naval Cadets generally. They will 
be regarded as on probat'on and a Cadet may be with- 
drawn at any time if in the opinion of the Admiralty: — 

(if he fails to reach a satisfactory standard; or (ii) his 
conduct is unsatisfactory, or (iii) he is considered unsuit- 
able for Naval Service. 

On completion of three terms of training at the R. N 
College and in the Training Cruiser; Cadets are rated 
Midshiy'raen, subicct to qualifying m the passing oiif 
examination. (Midshipmen of the Executive Ernneh and 
Siipplv and Secretai-iat Branch then proceed to ships of 
the Fleet whilst Engineering Branch Mid-shipmen proceed 
to the Royal Naval College. DevnnportV From this point 
thev come under the ordinary regulations for Naval 
Officers. 

Note. — A ‘term’ is of 3 months duration.

Arithmetic. — Arithmetic, Jincluding simple methods of 
dealing with statisticfd da^- 

The mensuration of pI4ne areas and simple solid bodies. 
The determination of drea, volume and density by dis- 
placement, by weighing, etc. 

Geometry . — The substance of Euclid’s six books. Ele- 
mentary ideas in solid geometry treated informally; 
straight lines, planes, rectangular blocks, wedges, pyra- 
mids, cylinders, cones and spheres. The construction of 
plans and elevation. 

Algebra. — Formulas, their evaluation and transforma- 
tion, the notion of a function; rate of change. The gradi- 
ent and area of a graph. The solution of equations, linear 
and quadratic, simple and simultaneous. The use of loga- 
rithms: the meaning and simplest properties of negative 
and fractional indices. Arithmetical and finite geometri- 
cal sequences. 

Trigonometry . — Solution of plane triangles, graphs of 
trigonometrical function; use of four-figure tables; addi- 
tional theorems. 

Mechanics . — The lever, the inclined plane, the pulley, 
the balances and other simple machine; the composition 
and resolution of forces in onb plane; moments; simple 
eraphical methods; simple eases of equilibrium; proper- 
ties of the centre of gravity; work; velocity ratio; mecha- 
nical advantage, and efficiency of a machine. 

The composition and resolution of velocities and accele- 
ration in one plane, rectilinear motion under uniform 
acceleration; the conservation of linear momentum; 
♦ork, energy and power; graphical treatment of varying 
velocities, accelerations and forces. 

Proofs of the parallelogram and triangle of forces, and 
of the principle of moments will not be asked for. Ques- 
tions will not be set on curvilinear motion. 

General . — In the absence of special instructions that a 
question is to be answered by a particular method, candi- 
dates are at liberty to choose their method from any 
branch of mathematics. 

4. Physics plus Ohemistiy.— Two question papers will 
be set. One paper will be two-thirds Electricity and one- 
third Chemistry, and the other paper two-thirds Physics 
other than Electricity and one-third Chemistry. In each 
paper candidates will be required to answer a question in 
Chemistry. 

Electricity . — The fundamental ideas concerning elec- 
tric currents, diSerence of potential, resistance; construc- 
tion and mode of action of the ^mmoner primary batteries. 
The fundamental laws of electrolysis, and their applica- 
tion-in sccoaHaiy, cells and electro-plating. Heating effect 
of a current; its application in incandescent and arc

- pwatts neiit and induced magnedsm in iron; fields of mag- 
netic force; the magnetic field associated with an electric 
current. The construction anc action of an electro-mag- 
net; appljoation in electric bells and telephones.

^_pler^'phenomena of electro-mignetic induction; broad 
principles and applications of the induction coil, magneto, 
dynamo, and motor. The fundamental ideas concerning 
wireless telegraphy. The simpler methods of measuring 
electric current, difference of potential and resistance; 
practical definitions of ampere -volt and ohm Ohm’s 
law. Construction and mode of action of simple 
measuring instruments; electric transmission of power b"'' 
direct current; joule. Watt, Board of Trade unit of electric 
energy. 

Physics other than Electricity — General . — Principles of 
measurement. Solids, liquids, and gases. 

Hydrostatics . — Fluid pressure;! floating bodies. Deter 
mination of specific gravity. Gaweous pressure. Boyle’s 


law. Atmospheric pressure; barometers. Air and water 
pumps and other simple instruments. 

■ Heat. — Temperature; thermometers. Specific heat; 
latent heat; calorimeters. Expansion; measurement and 
simple illustrations. Transmission of heat; convection, 
conduction, and radiation; application to heating and 
ventilating. Vaporization; distillation; humidity, fog 
and cloud. Heat considered as energy; mechanical equi- 
valent. Generation of heat; calorific values. 

Optics. — Transmission, reflection, refraction of light 
Prisms and lenses; the formation of images. Construction 
of simple telescopes and microscopes. The eye; specta- 
cles, Intensity: principles of illumination; photometry. 
Dispersion; spectroscopes; colour. 

Chemistry. — General Chemistry — Elements, com- 

pounds and mixtures. Law^s of chemical combination 
Equivalents, molecular and atomic weights. Structural 
forniulas and valency. Outlines of the properties of solu- 
tions. Heat of reaction. 

Ir.organic Chemistry. — The chemical properties o! 
oxygen, hydrogen, nitrogen, chlorine, carbon, sulphur 
phosphorus, and their common compounds. The general 
characteristics and behaviour of the metals potassium, cal- 
cium, aluminium, copper, zinc, mercury, tin, lead, and 
iron.

The part played by carbon compounds in the 
life of animals and plants; fats, soap, starch and sugars, 
treated descriptively. Carbon compounds as sources of 
energy. 

In Chemistry a choice of questions will be given so that 
full marks may be scored without a knowledge of organic 
chemistry.

Extremely good vision is required of candidates apply- 
ing for the EIN and EIAF. Sufficient number of suitable 
candidates recommended by Services Selection Board will 
be medically examined by a Board of Service Doctors.

The ratio of the areas of similar triangles is equal to 
the ratio of the squares on corresponding sides.
